PREFACE 


This bulletin presents the first comparable Australian production, import and export commodity statistics of 
manufactured goods, classified in accordance with the first edition of the Australian Standard Commodity Classification 
(ASCC). The statistics and the classification relate to the year 1975-76. 


The ASCC, and the statistics compiled in accordance with it, were developed by the ABS to improve the 
usefulness of Australian commodity statistics for government and private organisations in applications such as analysis of the 
relationship between employment, industrial structure and tariff provisions, studies of import competition and replacement, 
the estimation of market shares, etc. However, the ASCC which governs the commodity content of this bulletin is still subject 
to considerable long term development and improvement, particularly in the direction of extending the range of commodities 
covered and improving the degree of comparability between equivalent production, import and export commodity items. 


Accordingly, as the ASCC is further developed and improved over time, so will the statistics compiled in 
accordance with it. Further. some difficulties were encountered in presenting the figures in this bulletin, particularly in the 
combination of commodity items to prevent disclosure of confidential data. In tackling these and other problems of data 
presentation, this hulletin should be regarded as still somewhat experimental and the views of users on ways of improving 
their presentation would be welcome.

2. The publauon of this bulenn represents a 


further step by the ABS in nive ling tony stated needs for 
compatable production and oveiseas trade commodity 
Statistivs. As a first step in Meching ihese requirements 
the ARS developed and published 1) 1978. the first 
edition of the ASCC (1207.0). 


3. these long stated needs relare more specifically 
te the use of cumparable conapodity statistics by 
government and private organisations in applications 
such as analysis of — the telavonship — betweei: 
employment, industrial structure and taritf provisions, 
studies of import competion and replacement, 
submissions to the Industries Assistance Conimussion, 
the estimation of market shares, the compilation of 
input-ouiput tables and the conduct of trade and tariff 
negotiations, e.g. within the framework of GATT (ihe 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade). 


PRESENT STATUS AND FURTHER DEVELOPMENT 
OF THE STATISTICS 


4. The first edition of the ASCC and the statistics 
compiled in accordance with it go same way towards 
meeting the ais mentioned above. However, the ASCC, 
which governs the commodity content of this bulleiun, is 
stil incomplete and subject to considerable further tong 
term developmient. 


3. For example. its present coverage is restricted to 
manufactured commodities only, that is. goods typically 
produced by manufacturing industries as defined in the 
1969 edition of the Australian Standard Industrial 
Classitication (ASIC). Further. the degree of 
comparability between equivalent production, unpurt 
and export commodity items, as presented in the first 
edition of the ASCC (and hence in this bulletin). is very 
broad and indistinct in a large number af cases because in 
developing the ASCC to date thas generally not been 
Possible to change existing production. import and 
export commodity items to improve comparability 
between them. 


6. Accordingly, further jong term development of 
the ASCC, currently under way, will concentrate on 
improving the ASCC in terms of modifying the relevant 
classifications (i.e. the list oi manufactured articles 
produced, the Australian Import Commodity 
Classification (AICC), and the Australian Export 
Commodity Classification (AECC)) in ways designed to 
increase the degree of comparability between the 
production, import and export commodity items

10, In practice, of course, many conimodities are 
reduced not only by their “conventional” industry of 
origin but by other industries us well, Au industry of 
origin commodity classification should not therefore be 
confused with a cross classification of commodities by 
industry of production, The latter would list, under each 
industry, all the commodities which are actually 
Produced in the industry, so thet an individual 
cummodity would be shown under all she mdustrics wy 
which it is actually produced. 


i. In most cases each ASCO industiy of origin 
category is equivalent to an industry: class in the ASIC. 
However, in some cuses, wo or ninre ASIC classes Nave 


been combined for purposes of the ASCO to form a 
special combined class, i.e. 4 single industry of origin 
category. This has been necessary where many standard 
{ASCC) items contain conmodities originating in two or 
more ASIC classes. 


12, The industry of origin categories are wentified 
by 4+digit code numbers, Where an industry of origin 
category 3s equivalent) to an industry class an 
the ASIC the 4-digil code number im the ASCC and this 
bulletin is that of the ASIC class. Wher an industry of 
Origin category represents a combinatue) of ASIC classes 
a 4digit code not used anywhere uses ASIC has been 
adopted.

Standard items 

13. Standard (ASCC) items, as contamed in the 
ASCC manual, and according to which statistics are 
shown in this bulletin. have beei formed fror: detailed 
production, import and export items and represent the 
most detailed common gioupings of production, wmport 
and expart items. 


14. Thus, standard item 7171.02, ‘Molasses,’ has 
as its components : production item 102.75, Molasses. 
import item 061.50.00, Molasses. whether or not 
decolourised. and export item 061.$0.00, Molasses 
However, in a large number of cases standard (ASCC) 
items are more broadly defined so that each one covers a 
number of production. import and export commodity 
items.

15. It should be noted in both examples above that 
the standard (ASCC) items represent the most detailed 
common grouping of production, import and export 
items — ic. both are the most detailed items for which 
comparable statistics of production, imports and exports 
can be derived. 


16. Standard items representing the most detailed 
common groupings of production, import and export 
items are identified by a 6-digit code (both in the ASCC 
and in this bulletin) with the first 4 digits identifying the 
industry of origin. 


17. In many instances, however, more detailed 
comparability between either production and import 
items or production and export items has been possible 
within a 6-digit standard item. In these cases further 
standard items have been formed representing the more 
detailed categories, and these standard items are 
identified by an 8-digit code (the first 6-digits of which 
represent the code number of the 6-digit item).

PRODUCTION, IMPORT AND EXPORT SILATISTICS 
AND THEIR VALUATION 


19. The data for production, imports and exports 
shown in this bulletin for each standard iter relate to 
values only. (Quantity data arc not invluded either 
because quantity details are not. of sometimes cannet 
he. compiled for all the production, impor! or export 
items of which the standard items are composed or 
because different units of quartity are used or are 
applicable to different compancn’ items of the standard 
items.) 


20. Only the total production, import and export 
values are shown for each 6-digit standard item and, 
where appropriate. for the 8-digit standard items 
except, of course, where the values for the standard 
items are confidential. - 


21. Production statistics in this bulletin exclude 
sales of commodities by single establishment enterprises 
employing less than four persons. Commodity sales 
statistics compiled from the Census of Manufacturing 
Establishments exclude statistics from these small 
enterprises since they contribute only marginally to 
statistical aggregates. 


Basis of valuation of production 


22. The values shown in the production column 
for each standard item are the values of sales and/or 
transfers out of commodities manufactured in Austratia 
as reported in the 1975-76 Census of Manufacturing 
Establishments. The data may either represent sales 
and/or transfers out of commodities produced during 
the year; or sales and/or transfers out of commodities 
withdrawn from stocks. 


23. Sales relate to transactions between different 
enterprises (e.g. companies) and the reported sales values 
exclude excise and sales tax. Tiensfers out relate to 
transactions between dilferent establishments ef the 
same enterprise (e.g. company). Goods transferred out 
from one establishment to other establishments of the 
same enterprise are valued, for statistical purposes, at 
commercial selling prices. Both sales and transfers out 
telate only to commodities produced by the reporting 
establishment or to commodities produced for it on 
commission from materials supplied by it. Sales and 
transfers out of merchanted goods are excluded 


Basis of valuation of imports and exports 

24. AU values in overseas trade statistics in this 
bulletin are determined on a ‘free on board (f.o.b.) port 
of shipment’ basis. This means that all charges (in 
particular the cost of freight and insurance) incurred

(i) the current domestic value of the goods, 
whichever is the higher, and 


(b) all charges payable or ordinarily payable tor 
placing the goods tree on board at the port of 
export 


In the case of goods consigned for sale in Australia the 
value for duty shall be the amount which would be the 
value for duty if the goods were. at date of exportation, 
sold to an Australian imposter instead of being 
consigned for sale in Australia. 


‘Special deduction’ is defined as, ‘any discount or 
other deduction allowed to the Australian importer 
which would not ordinarily have heen allowed to 
any and every purchaser at the date of exportation 
of an equal quantity of identically similar goods.” 


‘Current domestic value’ is defined as, “the amount 
for which the seller of the goods te the purchaser in 
Australia is selling or would he prepared to sell tor 
cash, at the date of exportation of those goods, the 
same quantity of identically similar goods to any 
and every purchaser in the country of export for 
consumption in that country.” 


26. This basis of valuation of imports was replaced 
in 1976-77 by 4 new system based on the internationally 
recognised Brussels definition of value. Import statistics 
in subsequent editions of this bulletin will be hased on 
this new method of valuation.

FOOTNOTES 


30, Four “common” footnotes (see below) are 
used in this bulletin to identify factors which occur 
frequently and which could affect the statistics and their 
comparability. They are 


(i) The tootnote with the symbol * which is used 
against the production value of a @-dipit standard 
item where the production statishe is deticient. 
The total production value may be deterrent 
because tn one or more of the related 8-cipit 
standard items some prod tion tems may he 
confidential or statistics may vot be collected 
for some of the commodities. Mor example, in 
standard item = 7337.17, the — producuon 
component of S54.8n1 os deficient by the value 
of the production items of standasd item 
2337.17.05 because they are confidential, and 
by the value of the production stetisncs for 
accessories for blinds and cttais of textile 
materials relevant to standard item 2447.17.07 
because statistics are not collected specifically 
for these commodittes. fhe nature of the 
deficienuies is explained im specitic footnotes im 
the relevant S-digit standard items Where the

A’ standard item could involve 
duplication in that, for example, the parts of a 
commodity could he covered by its production 
and import statistics and the complete 
commodity made from the parts could also he 
covered by production statistics of the standard 
item (e.g. standard item 2912.18). 

SI; Apart from these “common” footnotes, other 
specific footnotes ure used in .he bulletin. 


32; In the bulletin all the various factors which 
could affect the content and comparability of the 
statistics have nat been footnoted — provided generally 
valid comparison of the data has not been jeopardised. 
For example, in the bulletin the statistics in some 
Standard items have not been footnoted to indicate that 
they include the statistics of some commodities which 
belong to some other standard item i.e. the ‘surplus’ 
footnote referred to in the ASCC manual. This was done 
because these ‘surplus’ and their corresponding 
‘deficiency’ situations are numerous and not considered 
significant enough to affect valid coniparisons between 
the data.

packaging, insurance and transport casts to the 
point of export and because of the exporters 
trade margin. 


TIME LAGS. Difficulties in comparing otatisbes 
from the three sources sometimes arise due to the 
time lags that occur between producess® sales and 
transfers out and export. Time Jaes of this nature 
can be heightened hy sigmfican? uctuanons m 
stocks held by merchants. 


DUPLICATION. Some standard itenis cortain 
duplication in that the production and import 
Statistics cover certain components while the 
production statistics could alse co cr the 
complete goods made from the cumponeits. In 
this type of situation assessments of and 
comparisons between statistics fram ihe hice 
series become problematic.’ 


» LIMITATIONS IN SCOPE OR COVERAGI OL 
STATISTICAL COLLECTIONS. Problems in 
comnarison also anse due to fimttations im the 
scope or coverage of the statistical collections 
which are the source of the statistics heine 
compiled according to the ASCO. Por example, 
the exclusion of commadity sales statistics by 
single establishment enterprises employing less 


than four persons. lack of statistics on sales of 
conimodities produced by — manulacturing 
establishments on commission foi 
non-manufacturing — establishmenis, — and 
production of manufactured commodities by 
non-manufacturing establishments. Where this 
occurs, export values could be signilicandy 
greater than production values, 


DIFFERENCES IN QUALITY, FTC. Difficulties 
also arise from factors such as differences in 
quality, material composition, substitutability of 
commodities, variations in the import component 
of goods produced ia Australia or exported from 
Australia, ete.
